Washington, May 25 —By means of 
the $260,000 appropriation for co-op­ 
erative farm dem onstration work, sup­ 
plemented by $113,000 set aside yes­ 
terday by the educational board of 
New York for Southern agricultural 
development, Dr. Seaman A. Knapp, 
chief of the co-operative farm dem­ 
onstration work, hopes to introduce 
a new era of diversified farming in 
the boll weevil infested regions of 
the older Southern states.

"The Educational .Board

York, which yesterday awarded the 
sum of $113,000 for agricultural ed- 
ucation in the South, is in reality 
John D. Rockefeller, who some time 
ago gave $40,000,000 to be devoted to 
education 
throughout

States. The 'Education Board was or- 
ganized to direct the use of this vast 
sum and the $113,000 awarded for 
agricultural education in the South 
represents the prorata share of that 
section accruing from the interest on 
the grand total.

Work of the Department of Agricul- 
ture, I agreed to direct the applica- 
tion of the annual award made for 
the benefit of the South, applying 
the fund in connection with the ap- 
propriation made each year by con- 
gress for a like purpose This year 
the allowance for the South, by spec- 
ial direction, is being expended in 
the states of Florida, Georgia, South 
Carolina, North Carolina and Virgin- 
ia. 'In those states the department 
has- experts making demonstrations 
and great good is being accomplish- 
ed.
